Response to Election of Species Requirement 

Applicants elect: (1) a cosmetic or care product system that does contain an 
antiwrinkle product; (2) a cosmetic or care product system that contains an adhesive test 
device; and (3) a cosmetic or care product system that contains a test device with images that 
correspond to various degrees of aging of the skin. Applicants submit that at least claims 54- 
61, 63 and 64 read on the elected species. Applicants further submit that at least claims 54, 
59-61, 63 and 64 are generic. 

Applicants note that MPEP §803 provides that "[i]f the search and examination of an 
entire application can be made without a serious burden, the Examiner must examine it on the 
merits, even though it includes claims to distinct or independent inventions." Applicants 
respectfully submit that a search of any one species would necessarily encompass a search of 
other species, and thus searching all species would not impose a serious burden on the Office. 

Applicants further note that numerous claims of this application are generic to two or 
more species. Accordingly, upon allowance of any such generic claim, non-elected species 
must be rejoined to the application and examined. In view of this eventuality, it is submitted 
that time and effort associated with such duplicative examination can be avoided by 
examining all species at present.
